MURPAY DENIED 


Missouri Supreme Court 
Says Charge of Miscon- 
duct Doesn’t Apply to 
His Present Term.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 30.— 
Division No. 1 of the State 


Supreme Court refused today to 
reinstate the St. Louis Board of 


Education’s ouster suit against a* 


board member, Richard Murphy, 
who had teamed with ousted Su- 
perintendent of Instruction Henry 
J. Gerling to -sell more than 
$150,000 in unlisted stocks and 
bonds to. school -releft-funds--at 
prices higher than actual market 
value. 

In an unanimous opinion sus- 
taining former Circuit Judge Eu- 
gene L. Padberg’s action in ab- 
ruptly dismissing the suit last Dec. 
24 on a demurrer, the’ court held 
that the specific charges of mis- 
conduct against Murphy could not 
apply to his present term of office, 
but only to the prior term during 
which the sale of securities took 
place. 

The suit alleged Murphy, a mem- 
ber of the board for 28 years, 
was “guilty of gross misconduct 
in office” and “abused his trust” 
in selling stocks with which 
Gerling used children’s lunch funds 
and other special school funds to 
speculate in the market. 

Opinion by Douglas. 

The opinion, written by Judge 
James M. Douglas, pointed out 
that the suit was filed under two 
statues providing for the disquali- 
fication and removal of St. Louis 
School Board members. One, sec- 
tion 10727, R. 8. 1939, provides that 
any member of the board who is 
interested in any contract with or 
claim against the board, directly 
or indirectly, shall be disqualified 
as a member for the remainder 
of the term for which he was 
elected. _. 

The other, Section 10743, is a gen- 
eral statute authorizing St. Louis 
Circuit Court to remove any School 
Board member found guilty of 
gross misconduct. 

The Court held that under the 
established rules of statutory con- 
struction, when two laws relate to 
the same subject, the one dealing 
with a specific charge supersedes 
the general and becames controll- 
ing. 

“Under application of this. rule,”

RUMORS ANOTHER HIGH NAZI

Story Spreads in England That 
Someone Followed Rudolf 
Hess’ Example. 


LONDON, Oct. 30 (AP).—A ru- 
mor that a high Nazi official, emu- 
lating the flight of Rudolf Hess, 
had landed in Cambridgeshire by 
plane became so persistent, al- 
though promptly denied in official 
circles, that Home Guardsmen were 
called out in search last night. , 

So far as could be learned, they 
did not find the “important” Nazi 
personage described by the rumor. 

Officials were at a loss to explain 
how the rumor started. London 
newspapers first learned of it when 
inquiries poured in by telephone. 

The Press Association said it 
probably arose from the fact that 
about daybreak yesterday a British 
bomber, returning from a raid on 
Germany, found itself in difficul- 
ties and two members of the crew 
bailed out. 


FRENCH-NAZI CLASH REPORTED 
AFTER BRITISH LANDING RUMOR 


German Headquarters Near 
Amiens Destroyed by Demonstra- 
tors, Moscow Radio Says. 


LONDON, Oct. 30 (AP).—The 
Moscow radio reported last night 
that excited Frenchmen wrecked 
German army headquarters near 
Amiens when a rumor spread that 
British and Canadian troops had 
landed on the French coast. 

The radio account said the 
French demonstrators produced 
long-cached arms when they heard 
rumors of the supposed landing. 
The rumors lacked British con- 
firmation.

CAIRO, Oct. 30 (AP).—Air raid- 
ers attacked Alexandria last night 
but the Ministry of the Interior 
said few bombs were dropped and 
no damage nor casualties resulted.

MONEY’ PLANNED 


Morgenthau Says Program 
of Steep Increase in 
Taxes Will Be Readv in 
Two Months. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau announced today a pro- 
gram of steep increases in social 
security taxes would be ready for 
congressional consideration with- 
in the next two months. 

He declined to give proposed 
new rates, but told reporters that 
the size of the increases would be 


geared definitely “to mop up the 
extra money in people’s pockets 
for which there will not be goods 
to buy.” 

In some authoritative circles it 
has been reported Morgenthau fa- 
vors increasing the employe’s old- 
age pension tax from 1 per cent 
to 5 per cent of each pay check. 
Morgenthau, however, said he was 


not satisfied yet with the plans 


and not ready to give out figures.” 
Would Block Inflation. 

The steepness of the proposed 
increase was emphasized by Mor- 
genthau when he related that he 
and Federal Security Administra- 
tor Paul V. McNutt had agreed 
that the new tax rate should be 
based, not so much on the actual 
needs of the social security pro- 
gram, as on the need of the Gov- 
ernment to prevent inflation and 
also to finance the defense pro- 
gram. 

In the current fiscal year, the 
Treasury expects a deficit of $12,- 
583,000,000 on its budget of $24,- 
581,000,000. One of the important 
sources of borrowing to meet this 
deficit is Social Security taxes. 

Social Security taxes go direct- 
ly into the old-age reserve fund, 
but are immediately borrowed by 
the Treasury in substantially the 
same way the Treasury borrows 
from banks and other investors by 
the sale of securities. Some of- 
ficials estimate that the Treasury 
could borrow as much as .$5,000,- 
000,000 a year from Social Security 
if the taxes are increased. At 
present, Social Security lends the 
Treasury about $1,000,000,000 a 
year. 

Morgenthau explained that Social

GERMANS. HURLED 


ROSTOV. BATTLES, 
RUSSIANS ASSERT 


Reds Report Crossing Riv- 
er South of Capital, Re- 
gaining Heights West of 
City on Don — Heavy 
Fighting for Crimea. 


MOSCOW, Oct. 30 .(AP).—The 
Russians, counterattacking south 
of Moscow and west of Rostov, 
have regained footholds on the 
south bank of the Nara River 
guarding the capital and won 
strategic heights commanding the 
route to the Don River port, the 
official Soviet news agency Tass 
reported today. 

The Germans had tried repeated- 
ly to cross the Nara toward Mos- 


cow, but were beaten back, Tass 
said. It added that the Russians 
then drove across the river and en- 
trenched themselves on the south 
bank under heavy fire. 

The Nara: flows into the Oka 
River near Serpukhov, 50 miles 
south of Moscow. 

Heavy Russian artillery fire was 
said to have stopped the Nazis 
elsewhere along the southwestern 
approaches to Moscow. 


Of the fight between Taganrog, 
Nazi-occupied Sea of Azov port, 
and Rostov, Tass said: “All: enemy 
attempts to break through to Ros- 
tov are encountering stanch re- 
sistance. ... For several days 
picked Schutzstaffel (German Elite 
Guard) detachments concentrated 
on this front have been marking 
time.” 

(The Germans said yesterday 
they had advanced within 10 miles 
of Rostov, the important port of 
the gateway to the Caucasus.) 

Tass asserted that within the 
last two days the Russians had 
made counterattacks at several 
places along this front, gaining 
heights overlooking the steppes. 
These positions, Tass said, were 
solidified and held, 

German armies were reported 
thrown suddenly on the defen- 
sive in some of these salients. Tass 
said the Nazis stopped their tanks 
and used them as forts to attempt 
to hold their gains. 

Soviet dispatches from the south- 
ern front acknowledged that the 
Germans had unleashed: a new of- 
fensive against the Crimean penin- 
sula with tanks, planes and ar- 
tillery as well as infantry. 

Fall of Kharkov Admitted. 

The early morning Soviet com- 
munique acknowledged the fall of 
Kharkov, Donets Basin industrial 
center, 400 miles south of Moscow. 
The withdrawal was pictured as a 
strategic action in which all im- 
portant industrial apparatus and 
raw materials were sent into the 
interior and militarily useful plants 
were blown up. 

“In the fighting for Kharkov,” the 
communique said, “the German 
Fascist troops lost nearly 120,000 
officers and men killed and wound- 
ed, over 450 tanks and armored 
cars, nearly 3000 trucks with vari- 
ous miljtary supplies and over 200 
guns of various calibers. 

“The Germans planned to cap- 
ture Kharkov as early as Septem- 
ber, but these plans remained on 
paper. Kharkov has been left by 
our troops for strategic consider-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP).— 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, teld 
the Senate today, in arguing 
against repeal of the Neutrality 
Act restrictions on American mer- 
chant. vessels, that Great Britain 
now had 25,000,000 tons of shipping 
—4,000,000 more than when it en- 
tered the war. 

Taft’s declaration came after 
Senator Thomas (Dem.), Utah, had 


said he was prepared to go even 
beyond the scope of pending ad- 
ministration legislation to join 
with three Republicans—Senators 
Austin of Vermont, Bridges of 
New Hampshire, and Gurney of 
South Dakota—in seeking outright 
repeal of the Neutrality Act. 

Asserting that the bill’s sup- 
porters ‘had failed to produce any 
argument for the lifting of restric- 
tions against the operation of 
American merchant vessels in 
combat zones, Taft said he could 
see nothing to be gained by any 
such change in the law. 

Great Britain, he went on, now 
had 25,000,000 tons of shipping, as 
compared with about 4,000,000 tons 
owned by Americans.

The captive mines are so-called 
because. they are owned by other 
concerns, mostly steel companies, 
which use their coal output in- 
stead of marketing it. 

President Roosevelt advanced 
his back-to-work proposal per- 
sonally late yesterday in a sur- 
prise White House conference with 
Lewis and Taylor after a day-long 
series of conferences between 
Lewis and Taylor.

No Moral Reason for Refusing

Cranesmen at the Homestead 
works quit work as the result 
of a wage grievance, halting 
operations in the Blooming mill 
and structural department there, 
Neither the company nor the 
union gave details of the dis- 
pute or the number of men in- 
volved. 

Dues pickets at the Irvin 
works halted automobiles and 
boarded busses to examine dues 
cards. Traffic was jammed for 
a mile from the plant gates.

TO BARGAN WIT 
ABOR PROPOSED 


Often Is in Panic. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 30 (AP)— 
William H. Davis, chairman of the 
National Defense Mediation Board, 
said today that mature collective 
bargaining in labor disputes could 
be reached only after employers 
counter-organized on an industry- 
wide basis. 


“The individual employer is con- 
fronted with an industry-wide or- 
ganization of labor and realizes, 
often in a kind of a panic, that 
he has the short end of the stick,” 
he said in an address to a luncheon 
of Survey Associates. 


“That is, perhaps, the situation 
in our principal mass production 
industries today.” 


Davis said that as the defense 
industry developed “labor relations 
perhaps passed the stage of ado- 
lescence in some American indus- 
tries, but in no important mass 
production industry such as steel, 
automobile, rubber and chemicals.” 

In delivering the ‘speech over a 
radio network, Davis made several 
departures from the prepared text. 
Among several deletions was the 
above paragraph. 


Stage of Lusty Immaturity. 


“In these industries labor rela- 
tions are in the troublesome stage 
of lusty immaturity, that state in 
the growth of organization which 
is always the period of greatest 
strife,” he continued, 

The organization which he ad- 
dressed describes itself as a non- 
partisan, non-political society 
chartered to investigate problems 
concerning the general welfare of 
the nation, , 

He told the meeting that the 
Defense Mediation Board had sug- 
gested two ways to settle the cap- 
tive mine strike which ended to- 
day when John L. Lewis accepted 
President Roosevelt’s proposal. The 
suggestions, he said, were volun- 
tary arbitration and bipartisan 
negotiations between fully empow- 
ered equal representatives of la- 
bor and management. 

“Such methods, are in my opin- 
ion, wholly in accord with our 
democratic principles and appro- 
priate to peaceful and orderly set- 
tlement of the dispute,” he said. 


Refers to Strike Settlement. 


Davis then added to his pre- 
pared address this statement on 
the “captive” mine strike: 

“Now the President has pro- 
posed that with the men back at 
work the issue will be submitted 


|to the full National Defense Medi- 


ation Board for arbitration with 
the understanding that neither 
side agrees in advance to accept 
the award. And the men have been 
sent back to work today. 

“This procedure is also in accord 
with well-established and famil- 
iar practice. It is in fact the same 
procedure as that now being fel- 
lowed by the President's fact- 
finding commission in the rail- 
road industry and it is the pro- 
cedure followed by the labor court 
of Great Britain in all its cases.

ARCHBISHOP SAYS LATE pope 
DID NOT ADVISE ON RED AID 


‘Condemned Atheistic Communism 
But Loved Russian 
People.’ 


CINCINNATI, Oct. 30 (AP)~

ARCHBISHOP SAYS LATE POPE 


DID NOT ADVISE ON RED AID 


‘Condemned Atheistic Communism 
But Loved Russian 
People.’ 


CINCINNATI, QOct. 30 (AP).— 
Archbishop John T. McNicholas, 
writing to priests and laity of his 
Catholic archdiocese, said today 
the late Pope Pius XI’s denuncia- 
tion of Communism “was not 
given as a moral direction to gov- 
ernments regarding aid or refusal 
of aid to Russia in case of a war 
of defense.

MISS DOROTHY FITCH 


Says She Took Trousseau 
to His Home, Where He 
Stored It in Garage—zclis 
Wife Later Sent It to 
Her. 


Cross-examination of Miss Doro- 
thy Fitch, a pharmacist, began in 
Circuit Court at Clayton today in 
her $10,000 breach-of-promise suit 
against her former employer, 


James Barnett Coats, retired Clay- 
ton druggist, after she had testified 
he jilted her after repeated prom- 
ises of marriage. 

She never gave up hope of marry- 
ing him until June 1, 1939, seven 
years after he first proposed, she 
testified, when he told her during 
a violent quarrel at his home that 
he was never going to marry her 
and would. arrange it so that “I 
never got another job in a drug 
store.” 

On_the last of several dates he 
made for their wedding, only to 
break them, Miss Fitch said, she 
drove to his home with her trous- 
seau packed in boxes which he 
placed in his garage after remon- 
strating with her for appearing. 
In October, Coats having married 
another woman, she testified, his 
wife returned her clothing together 
with a jacket she had given him 
and a wilted corsage, souvenir of 
another blighted wedding date. 

Upon conclusion of her direct 
testimony, Wilbur C. Schwartz, de- 
fense attorney, began his cross 
examination, drawing from her her 
biography and the information she 
aspired to be an aviatrix but be- 
came a pharmacist at the insist- 
ence of her father, who did not 
want her to fly. 

Although he proposed to her in 
June, 1932, she testified yesterday, 
when his first wife, now dead, was 
ill, and signed a marriage con- 
tract with her in April, 1939, he 
married someone else the follow- 
ing August, leaving her the con- 
tract, memories, and the Coats 
family Bible. 

When his first wife lay in her 

casket, in April, 1938, Miss Fitch 
testified, she accompanied him to 
the undertaking establishment, 
where he told her: 
“Well, Pumpkin, a year from 
now you will be Mrs. J. B. Coats. 
It’s been a long old wait but you 
certainly have been grand and I 
don’t know what I would have 
done without you.” 

Bought Linens, Dishes. 

That summer, she testified be- 
fore Circuit Judge John A. Witt- 
haus and a jury, Coats, who is 55, 
showed her his home at 7611 Mary- 
land avenue and she invested $100 
in linens and dishes, anticipating 
getting up housekeeping there 
after their marriage. The,30-year- 
old witness said she spent $300 on 
a trousseau. 
But in January, 1939, Miss Fitch 
testified, she heard Coats mention 
the name of his present wife, an 
employe of the Clayton National 
Bank, and later saw it written in 
his notebook at the drug store 
when he was away. She offered 
to leave the store, she said, but 
he quieted her suspicions and 
asked her to see his present wife. 
She called upon her, Miss Fitch 
testified, and asked her not to see 
Coats, but later she said, threat- 
ened “to sue” Miss Fitch. 

Shortly afterwards, on April 27, 
Miss Fitch testified, a marriage 
contract was signed at his behest 
transferring his property to a sis- 
ter and giving Miss Fitch $500 
which she spent for attorney's fees. 

Wrote Name in Bible. 

Coats warned her to “keep quiet 
about it for four months,” she 
said, but the next month gave her 
his family Bible in which she tes- 
tified she wrote her name as his 
second wife at his request. Both 
contract and Bible were produced 
jn court. So were a series of holli- 
day greeting cards sent her by 
Coats prior to 1938. She had some 
love letters, she testified, but 
burned them at his insistence in 
December, 1938, 

One of several wedding dates, 
she testified, was set for May 12, 
1939, when she was to meet him 
at Manchester and North and 
South roads and drive to Jefferson

HOD CARERS 
ABOUT FUND FOR 
‘DEATH BENEFIT 


Members, Fearing Repris- 


Learn What Happened to 
Large Sum. 


Members of the Hod Carriers’, 
Building, and Common Labores’ 
Local Union No. 42, who have been 
afraid to come out openly for fear 


of reprisals, are trying to find out 
what happened to a large death 
benefit fund’ amassed by assess- 
ing members for missing union 
meetings. The involved financial 
affairs of the union are being in- 
vestigated by a grand jury. 

Some members told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that mem- 
bers of the union are assessed 50 
cents for not attending one of the 
monthly meetings during a three- 
month or quarterly period. Some 
of them said they did not attend 
meetings and cheerfully paid the 
assessment because by staying 
away from meetings they avoided 
conflict with the roughshod, dicta- 
torial methods of the four union 
officers now under indictment for 
embezzlement. 

The members point out that 
while the union’s active member- 
ship is about 5500, only a small por- 
tion, or between 500 and 600, at- 
tended the meetings, so the amount 
realized from .the small assess- 
ments against so many men would 
make quite a fund. 

When the new. members were in- 
itiated by Edward Hill, suspended 
president of the union, they were 
told about the assessment and Hill 
advised them it was paid into a 
fund to provide for death benefit 
payments of $350 for the family or 
relatives of any members that died. 

Several of the members, who 
paid $5650 for work permits but 
have never received their union 
books, told the reporter that they 
had ventured once or twice to in- 
quire about an accounting of the 
fund while at union headquarters 
at 3610A Finney avenue or while 
dropping into the tavern of 
Charles Barnett on the first floor 
which constituted a secondary 
office of the union and where dues 
Were often paid. 

“I just suggested that we mem- 
bers should know how’the money 
was dispersed and four-men leaped 
on me—they are hangers-on paid 
by the union officers as “strong- 
arm” men—and béat me so severe- 
ly my wife didn’t know. me. 
After the beating they just tossed 
me out in the back of the tavern,” 
said one member who asked that 
his name be withheld for fear of 
reprisals. . 

The fund should have reached a 
considerable sum, the members de- 
clared, because thousands of the 
members joined the union merely 
to obtain defense jobs and obtained 
the work permit cards only be- 
cause they had to get them to go 
to work and had no intention of 
taking active part in union affairs 
and hence missed meetings as a 
rule, 

Another fund, known as the “gen- 
eral fund,” into which incompleted 
payments on work permits went, 
has been sought by Acting Circuit 
Attorney Henry G. Morris, who re- 
ported the books show no record 
of such a fund. 

Morris announced this after- 
noon that Enos Slaughter, star 
outfielder for the Cardinals, four 
other members of the Cardinal 
team, two players for the Browns, 
and one member of the Kansas 
City Blues, had been summoned 
to appear before the grand jury to 
relate the circumstances under 
which they secured employment at 
the small arms plant.

OF MILK IN BELLEVILLE 


A 1-cent increase in retail milk 
prices in  Belleville—the third 
since Aug. 1—was announced to- 
day by the Belleville branch of the 
St. Louis Dairy Co., major milk 
distributor in that area. The in- 
crease, to be effective Saturday, 
will bring the price of Grade A 
milk to 13 cents a quart and of 
homogenized milk to 14 cents.

Complain Much Informa- 
‘tion Circulated in Amer- 
ica Provides -Tipoffs for 
Germany. 


LONDON, Oct. 30 (AP).—Brit-. 


ish officials are reliably reported 
to be gravely concerned over the 


freedom with which military in- 


formation is circulated in the Unit- 
ed States and to be seeking further 
steps by Washington to keep war 
matters secret. 

The British, it was said, fre- 
quently have pointed out to the 
American Embassy stories given 
out in the United States which 
the British say provided important 
tipoffs to Germany. 

President Roosevelt’s announce- 
ment Oct. 24 that the Office of 
Production Management after 
Nov. 1 would keep secret details 
of war production was seen here 
as one result of British complaints. 

Examples Given. 

Among recent disclosures which 
the British think. United States in- 
dividuals should not have made 
were: 

That United States tank produc- 
tion would not reach 2000 a month 
until June, 1942. 

That Boston was designated as a 
loading port for all supplies to 
Russia and that these would go 
by the North Atlantic route, a 
Maritime Commission announce- 
ment later termed incorrect with 
the explanation that cargoes would 
be divided among as many ‘ports 
as practicable. 

That the United States would 
manufacture a new type of torpedo 
for the British, testimony before 
the House Appropriations Subcom- 
mittee. | 

It was also said data on the 
numbers and types of airplanes 
manufactured for Britain had been 
given out until barred by the Pres- 
ident.

Italians Halted by Russians in

ROME, Oct. 30 (AP). — The of- 
ficial Stefani news agency re- 
ported today that Italian troops on 
the eastern front had been halted 
and put on the defensive for the 
last eight days by Russian counter- 
attacks. 

An Italian column fighting in the 
Stalino zone of the Ukraine front 
was heavily engaged by Soviet 
infantry supported by artillery, the 
dispatch said. 

The dispatch said Russian at- 
tacks and aerial bombardments 
were “furious,” but added that the 
Italian troops “never ceded a milli-

misconduct, so far as it affects his 
membership on the board, is lim- 
ited by Section 10727 to ouster for 
the balance of the term during 
which the oftense was committed. 
We are powerless to extend under 
coverage of Section 10743 the con- 
sequence set out by the Legislature 
explicitly and within definite lim- 
its.” 

Murphy’s sales of unlisted secur- 
ities to Gerling took place during 
Murphy’s prior term in office, and 
he was subsequently re-elected to 
his present term, which expires in 
1943. 

The decision still leaves unsettled 
in Missouri the legal question of 


ousted from office for misconduct

“Yet, when by the same act he 
violated provisions of Section 10727, 
and thereby the specific promise of 
his Oath of office, he was then and 
there guilty of gross misconduct. 
And this would be true even if the 
sale had been made at or below the 
market, . 
“For this offense the Legislature 
has made full and particular dis- 
position in Section 10727. It pre- 
scribed the offense and has provid- 
ed definitely and precisely for dis- 
qualification from office upon the 
doing of the prohibited act. This is 
for protection of the public, rather 
than as punishment for a breach 
of trust. 
“The language is plain that the 
disqualification is automatic and 
commences at once upon the com- 
mission of the offense, and con- 
tinues only for the remainder of 
the term during which the offense 
occurred.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 30 (AP), — 
The National Association of Manu- 
facturers, reporting on a survey of 
electric power demand for the de- 
fense program, said today that “in 
a few areas there will be short- 
ages” and warned that in others 
the margin of safety would be 


narrow. It said that in some parts 
of the Southeast power rationing 
might become general. 

The survey, the Association said, 


| led to six conclusions: 


“1.-For the country as a whole 
the power supply, as augmented by 
new power construction scheduled 
for completion in the years 1941 
through 1943, should prove suffi- 
cient for probable demands upon 
it. Admittedly power use is likely 
to come much closer to power ca- 
pacity than has been the case in 
more nearly normal years. 

“2—In a few areas there will bé 
shortages and in others the margin 
of safety will not be wide. These 
situations are being corrected in 
many cases by new installations. 
The Southeastern section of the 
country presents a serious power 
deficiency because of two factors 
—a greater demand than anticipat- 
ed and a drouth which reduced 
water supplies. There are others 
of lesser proportions. 

“3-—The St. Lawrence seaway 
project does not provide a prac- 
tical solution to the power problem 
because it. will require men, money 
and materials more urgently 
needed elsewhere. 

Dependence on Central Stations. 

“4——-The factors of obsolescence 
and inadequate excess capacity -of 
factory-owned power plants are 
likely to bring increasing depend- 
ence of industry on power pur- 
chased from central stations as in- 
dustrial activity advances. Utili- 
ties should make due allowance in 
estimating future power demands. 

“5—There is need for a moderate 
amount of interconnection of 
transmission lines to close some 
gaps in high voltage transmission 


systems.

Madarik, a stellar forward 
passer, completed 611 aerial yards 
and 301 on the ground for a total 
offensive figure of 912 yards, in 142 
plays for five games. 

Dudley's total offensive figure 
‘still stands at 825 yards, consisting 
of 376 rushing and 449 passing. He 
has totaled 127 plays in five games. 

American Football Statistical 
Bureau figures’ showed Johnny 
Grigas of Holy Cross continuing as 
the top rusher with 573 ground 
yards in five games. He is fol- 
lowed by Frank Sinkwich of Geor- 
gia, the boy with the broken jaw, 
who has broken the opposing line 
for 538 yards. 

(Bud Schwenk of Washington 
University remained close to the 
top in total offense and forged 
into second place in forward 
passing offense with 41 com- 
pleted passes out of 84 tries for a 
total of 518 yards via the air. 
His partner in this form of at- 
tack, Allen Lindow, takes second 
place in the country with a total 
of 18 passes received for a total 
of 229 yards gained.) 

Owen Price of Texas Mines re- 
tained his forward passing lead 
with 48 completions out of 103 
attempts for 481 yards. The Bureau 
rates the passers on completions. 
Most passing yards have been 
made by Madarik—6l1l. Highest 
completion percentage, .739, belongs 
to Jimmy Richardson of Marquette, 
who completed 34 of 46.

Its Quota. 


By HENRY C. CASSIDY 

KUIBYSHEV, Russia, Oct. 29 
(Delayed)—(AP).—From Moscow, 
Leningrad, Kiev, Kharkov and oth- 
er industrial cities, threatened or 
occupied by the Germans, entire 
factories have been picked up and 
transplanted to regions far from 
the front. 

I have just inspected a factory 
on the Volga River, far from 
Kuibyshev, which was removed 
from Kiev and which Russians 
said now is more than fulfilling 
its production plan. 

This modern, complex plant was 
ordered to leave Kiev on June 29 
and within three days workers and 
machines started rolling by railway 
cars deep into Russia. (This was 
only seven days after the Germans 
invaded Russie. Kiev was more 
than 200 miles inside Russia.) 

The factory personnel and the 
machinery arrived at the new site 
between July 10 and 18 and pro- 
duction was resumed Aug. 5. Au- 
gust production, Russians’ said, 
was estimated to total 107 per cent 
of planned rroduction while the 
September output was nearly dou- 
ble that of the factory at Kiev.

$700,000 PAD OUT 
WN FILM INQUIRY 
HOFF. TESTIFIES 


Says He Is Prepared to 
Show Investigators in 
Congressional Study 
Were Given’ Money. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 30 (AP).— 
William Bioff, West Coast labor 
leader, told. a United States Dis- 
trict Court jury today that “I am 
prepared to show that $200,000 was 
given to investigators in the Con- 
gressional investigation of the mo- 
tion picture industry.” 

Bioff made the statement as he 
resumed the witness stand for the 
fourth day of cross-examination in 
his trial on charges of extorting 
money from movie producers as 
the price of labor peace in the 
industry. 

In explanation to the court, Bioff 
said his statement was in response 
to Judge John C, Knox’s question 
of yesterday as to whether Bioff 
“knew of any Legislatures to 
which Schenck gave money.” 

Told of Collections. 

Earlier, Bioff had testified that 
he acted as a messenger for Nich- 
olas M. Schenck, head of Loew’s, 
Inc., in the collection of more than 
$1,000,000 from various movie exe- 
cutives which he said he delivered 
to Schenck’s brother, Joseph, then 
chairman of the board of 20th 
Century-Fox films. 

The money, Bioff said Nicholas 
Schenck told him, was to be used 
for the benefit of the entire movie 
industry which Schenck contended 
was being “sandbagged by legis- 
lation.” 

United States Attorney Mathias F. 
Correa ignored Bioff’s statement 
for the moment and continued his 
cross-examination. 

Bioff and George E. Browne, 
president of the International Alli- 
ance of Theatrical Stage Employes 
(AFL), are on trial charged with 
extorting $550,000 from major 
movie producers in violation of the 
Federal Anti-Racketeering Act, 

Joseph Schenck in Court. 

During the cross-examination, 
Joseph Schenck made an unex- 
pected and brief appearance in the 
courtroom, took a front row seat 
and glanced at Bioff on the wit- 
ness stand. Bioff glared back. 

Correa continued his cross- 
examination for several minutes 
before calling attention to 
Schenck’s presence. 

“I do not intend calling him as 
a witness,” Correa said. “I just 
wanted to show that he is avail- 
able should he be wanted.” 

On the chance that Schenck 
might be requested to testify, de- 
fense counsel requested Judge 
Knox to exclude Schenck from the 
courtroom. This was done. 

Schenck’s appeal from an in- 
come tax evasion conviction and 
a three4year Federal prison sen- 
tence is pending before the United 
States Court of Appeals. During 
his trial last spring, frequent ref- 
erence was made to a $100,000 loan 
he allegedly made to Bioff, al- 
though the transaction was never 
fully explained.

Stalin Seated at Far 
End of Long Table. 


HIS door opened into a very 

long room. Along the whole 
of one side stretched a gray, baize- 
covered table, perhaps three feet 
wide. Empty chairs were ranged 
along each side of it, with ash 
trays at intervals. This was on my 
left. There was an unoccupied 
desk on my right. The walis

HE German troops before Mos- 
Teow are now launching what 
may be their final great of- 
fensive against the city this year. 


Information reaching London in- 
dicates they are making some slight 
progress at a cost of gigantic 
losses directly west of the city, 
near Volokolamsk, and south of 
the capital between Orel and Tula. 
Russian resistance is so stubborn, 
h yer, and German transport 
dif Ities so great, that it is still 
regarded as an even bet whether 
or not the capital will be taken. 


If the Germans fail in this of- 
fensive and decide that another 
would not be practicable it is re- 
garded as very possible that they 
may withdraw their forces to the 
neighborhood of Smolensk for the 
winter, leaving a screen of armored 
units to hold the Russians in the 
neighborhood of Moscow. The Rus- 
sian losses have been so great that 
the Germans might disregard the 
possibility of a major Russian of- 
fensive in this area before spring. 


Although much has been said of 
the scorched earth policy and many 
areas have been devastated by the 
retreating armies, it is probable 
that the Germans will find shelter 
in a number of cities and towns in 
Central and White Russia which 
they took early in the campaign. 


The same is true in the Ukraine, 
where the Germans are expected to 
make a valiant effort to consoli- 
date their position this winter. Mar- 
shall Semyon Budyonny’s retreat 
to the Dnieper was so precipitous 
that many towns and villages were 
left relatively intact. The Russians 
were interested primarily in evac- 
uating machinery and means of 
production and did not have time 
to destroy everything else. 


The Germans claim to have brok- 
en through the Perekop Isthmus 
into the Crimea. If this is true, it 
means they now will be able to 
fight and a wider front and that 
the general position of the Russian 
armies defending the Crimea is se- 
rious. The capture of Sevastopol 
is still far off, but the feeling is 
that the Crimea may eventually 
be taken. 


In the Donets basin the Germans 
are still having heavy going, but 
a new thrust through Makeevka, 
coal-mining center between Rostov- 
on-Don and Kharkov, holds some 
promise of tightening the grip on 
Rostov and facilitating its capture. 
It is known here that the Germans 
are having enormous difficulties in 
transporting material and supplies 
to the Rostov area and this fact is 
encouraging the Russians to fight 
to the last. 


It seems an established fact that 
the Rumanians are withdrawing a 
large number of the 23 divisions 
which they had in the Ukraine and 
are virtually leaving the rest of the 
campaign to the Germans. Their 
morale was questionable through- 
out the fighting and they could not 
be depended on to help much in 
the heavy and difficult fighting 
farther east. 


The Germans seem to have fallen 
between two stools in the Russian 
campaign: Their first, the Hitlerian 
design to capture the Ukraine, and 
the desire of their military leaders 
to knock out the whole Red army. 
They have certainly failed in the 
original program, which was to fin- 
ish the job in three months, but it’ 
remains a matter of doubt here 
whether or not they will fail in the 


long run,

F all the unconvincing, make-

More millions on fixed sal- 
aries and wages in private indus- 
try raise the toll to such mountain- 
ous heights that we might as well 
call ourselves a nation of slaves,

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REPUBLICAN OPPOSITION TO WAGE CONTROL. 

Representative Wolcott of Michigan, senior Re- 
publican member, says that fellow-Republicans on 
the House Banking Committee are opposed to any 
reference to wages in the administration’s price-con- 
trol bill.

Lewis vs. National Defense

Coal strike in captive mines is direct blow at defense program, yet 
John L. Lewis defies White House appeals; newspaper attributes 
his stubborn stand to “mortal ha 
won't tolerate his action, and laws to control labor may result.

OHN L. LEWIS, president of the United 

Mine Workers and former president of 

the CIO, has called his coal strike in de- 
fiance of three temperate, almost humble, 
appeals from Franklin D. Roosevelt, Presi- 
dent of the United States, not to do it. 

The strike is a climax in a long and inter- 
esting story of two strong characters’ reac- 
tions on each other. 

In 1936, Lewis was so friendly politically 
toward the President that he took about 
$500,000 out of the United Mine Workers’ 
treasury—without, so far as we know, con- 
sulting the workers about it—and gave it to 
the Roosevelt re-election campaign fund. 

This gift apparently led Mr. Lewis to feel 
that he was thenceforth entitled to be the 
virtual dictator of the New Deal’s labor 
policies. Mr. Roosevelt did not feel that 
way. He did, however, show many signs of 
legitimate appreciation of the Lewis gift. 

By 1940, Lewis had so soured on th 
Roosevelt regime that he came out for 
Willkie and promised to resign as president 
of the CIO if Roosevelt should be re-elected. 
He kept that promise, but retained the core 
of his national power in labor circles by 
staying on as president of the United Mine 
Workers. We think he was justified in 
doing that. After all, Lewis built the United 
Mine Workers up to its present size and 
strength. 

Now, the Roosevelt-Lewis story has come 
to this strike, called by Lewis, of 53,000 
miners working in so-called captive coal 
mines, meaning mines owned by steel com- 
panies and furnishing them coal. 

* * 


This is not a strike for better wages or 
working conditions in the captive mines. 
It is an organizational strike. Its object is 
to force the steel companies -Owning the 
mines into a closed-shop contract with the 
UMW. That accomplished, it is hoped 
that the CIO’s steel union can force the 
entire steel industry to sign closed-shop con- 
tracts with it. 

The Wagner Labor Relations Act contains 
provisions which could have been invoked to 
settle these disputes without strikes and 
loss of production, though admittedly the 
peaceable Wagner Act procedures take 
time. Lewis chooses the strike, evidently 
wanting to have both the Wagner Act and 
the right to strike unimpaired, 

We have taken exception rather often 
to recent acts of the President with regard 
to this war. We think he wants the United 
States to get into the war; that this desire 
is misguided and dangerous; that the 
danger of a German invasion of Britain 
is past for some time to come; that we 
ought to mind our own business and stay 
out of it. 

But we never have taken exception to the 
President’s desire to arm the United States 


to the teeth. Whoever wins this war, and 
whether we go into it or stay out, we are 
going to be practically alone in a world full 
of enemies after the war. 

Lewis’ strike is a strike against the na- 
tional defense. If it runs long enough— 
two to four weeks—it will cut into the steel 
production of the companies owning the 
captive mines. Steel is the backbone of the 
national defense program.: Lewis’ coal 
strike hacks directly at that backbone. 


We do not believe the majority of the 
American people are willing to see Lewis 
gratify his mortal hatred of Roosevelt at 
the expense of the speedy and adequate 
arming of this country. The world is on 
fire, and powerful forces are at work to 
drag us into the fire. We cannot wait now 
for Lewis to get his revenge on Roosevelt 
and charge the cost of that revenge to the 
steel mills and the tank and gun and ship 
plants. " 

It looks to us as if legislation to meet this 
threat is on its way, and swiftly. The 
Wagner Act evidently lacks something 
somewhere, at least for urgent times like 
these. 

What form this legislation will take, we 
don’t know. We would expect it to embody 
vigorous clauses against jurisdictional and 
organizational strikes aimed at increasing 
the powers of labor leaders instead of win- 
ning better working conditions for working 
People. And we believe that if a serious 
attempt is made to put a ceiling over prices, 
a ceiling must be put over wages, which 
account for from one-half to four-fifths of 
most prices. 7 

If this legislation takes this form, we look 
for most Americans to approve, heartily. 
This business has gone just about far 
enough,

Better fix up the basement for the 
festivities and let everyone help 
himself from kitchen tables, Light 
the table with candles set in Jack- 
O-Lanterns and use red or blue 
checked cloths and paper napkins, 

There are several interesting 
things you can do with frankfur- 
ters for such an informal party. 
Here are just a few of them: 

Have a steaming kettle of frank- 
furters simmering on an electric 
plate on your serving table. . Let 
every guest spear his own and fix 
his own sandwich, 

Fix a big pan of barbecue frank- 
furters and serve them right out of 
the baking pan. The barbecue 
sauce provides the fixings in this 
case. 

Have a chafing dish or shiny fry- 
ing pan and electric grill or plate 
attached on your serving table and 
keep someone busy browning the 
frankfurters for hungry guests. 
Remember that frankfurters are 
already cooked and need only to 
be heated in water or in a frying 
pan to bring out their savory fla- 
vor. 

If you have a kitchen party it is 
fun to split the frankfurters, slip 
a piece of cheese in each, wrap in 
a strip of bacon and have ready 
for guests to broil their own. It 
is really almost as much fun as a 
campfire picnic. Everyone , loves 
to fix his own food and it saves 
heaps of work for the hostess. 

Barbecued Frankfurters. 

Twelve fraukfurters. 

One tablespoon butter. 

One-half onion, chopped. 

One-half teaspoon pepper. 

Four teaspoons sugar. 

One teaspoon mustard. 

Four teaspoons Worcestershire 
sauce. 

One teaspoon tabasco sauce. 

One teaspoon paprika. 

One-half cup catsup. 

One-fourth cup vinegar. 

One-fourth cup water. 

Mek butter, add chopped onion 
and cook until clear. Add dry sea- 
sonings, catsup, vinegar, water and 
sauces and bring to a boil. With 
a sharp knife cut three-inch slit 
in each frankfurter. Place frank- 
furters in flat baking pan, slit side 
up. Pour sauce over all and bake 
in moderate oven for 25 minutes. 
Baste frankfurters with sauce. 
Serves four. 

Red Hots. 

One dozen frankfurters. 

One-fourth pound American 
cheese, 

One dozen strips of bacon. 

Toothpicks. 

One dozen long buns. 

Cut the cheese into one-fourth 
inch slices and then into strips 
about three-fourths inch wide.

“Returning to the Greer case, let | 


us now see what were the real 
facts, the facts which would never 
have seen the light of day had not 
Senator David Walsh, chairman of 
the Naval Affairs Committee, suc- 
ceeded, after long delay and much 
difficulty, in obtaining a report on 
the subject from Admiral] Stark, 
Chief of Naval Operations. 


“The Stark report revealed: 
(a) that, at 8:40 on the morning of 
September 4th, the Greer, being 
about 175 miles from Iceland, was 
‘informed by a British plane of the 
presence of a submerged subma- 
rine’ 10 miles away; (b) that the 
Greer thereupon increased speed, 
zig-ezagging to pick up the sub- 
marine’s trail by sound detectors; 
(c) that at 9:20 she found the trail 
and followed the submarine for 
three hours and 28 minutes, mean- 
while broadcasting its position so 
that British planes or destroyers 
could approach and make the kill; 
(d) that, at the end of that time, 
the submarine, having failed to 
elude the Greer, launched two tor- 
pedoes which missed their mark, 
the Greer replying by discharging 
11 depth bombs; (e) that, shortly 
afterward, contact with the subz- 
‘marine was lost, it being uncertain 


whether or not she had been sunk}. 


or disabled; (f) that the Greer’s 
action was ‘in accordance with ex- 
isting orders.’ 


“In a word, Mr. President, the 
story of the Greer, as carried to 
the people in yoru September 41 
broadcast, was not factual. It was 
in direct conflict with the facts. 
The Greer was not proceeding on 

a ‘legitimate mission’ of carrying 
attr to Iceland when the torpedoes 
were launched. She was, and for 
hours had been, tracking the U- 
boat with intent either to destroy 
it herself or co-operate with the 
British in doing so.... 

“War is a grim and terrible 
thing. .And it is a grim and ter- 
rible thing for a man in your po- 
sition to get a nation into war by 
high-pressure salesmanship, mis- 
representation, or concealment of 
essential facts, or by any means 
whatever except presenting the 
truth to the people and letting them 
decide. That, by the way, is de- 
mocracy. It is also common de- 
cency. And the young men of 
our country and their fathers and 
mothers, who, if war comes, must 
bear its pain and sorrow, deserve 
no less.” 


REDS PREPARED TO 
MAKE SACRIFICES 
TO RETAIN ROSTOV

tinues in full fury, the Russians 
are most actively preparing a line 
of defenses along the Don River 
which is the most formidable re- 
maining geographical obstacle on 
the road to the northtrn Caucasus. 

The importance of Rostov to the 
Soviet cause needs no emphasis. 
As it is the junction point on the 
main railway line from Turkey and 
the Caucasus, the terminus of the 
pipeline from Baku and the port 
and populous industrial center of 
the lower Don Basin, it is not sur- 
prising that the Russians are will- 
ing to.make heavy sacrifices for 
its defense. 


The Soviet Army is powered with 
oil from the Caucasus. If Rostov 
were lost and the railway cut, the 
problem of supplying the various 
fronts with fuel would be compli- 
cated. There are other routes but 
none with equal capacity. The 
British-American supply line from 
Iran would also be jeopardized, for 
it would mean utilization of cir- 
cuitous secondary routes. 


The Don Basin is best known 
for its vast reserves of high-grade 
coal representing 10 per cent of 
the total known coal deposits. 
Around the mining areas have 
grown up great industrial centers. 
At first they were financed large- 
ly by British, French and Belgian 
capital, but after the revolution 
their deyelopment was given tre- 
mendous acceleration under the 
five-year plans. It is there that 
the Stakhanov movement was born 
in 1935 (dramatizing nationwide 
production speedup program and 
taking its name from an unknown 
coal worker, Alexei Stakhanov, who 
achieved a brilliant high for in- 
dividual daily coal output, Aug. 31, 
1935, in the central Irmino coal 
mine in the Don Basin). 


Playing for Time. 

Two important industrial bases 
of the Don Basin—Stalino and 
Taganrog—already have been lost. 
On that sector of the front, as in 
the center and in the north, the 
Russians consider that time is in 
their favor and that if they can 
stall off the Germans another 
month or two, winter will become 
their active ally in the defense of 
the Caucasus. 

The Don Basin and the northern 
Caucasus usually get sub-zero tem- 
peratures and heavy snow during 
the winter months. It is so cold 
that the northern portion of the 
Caspian Sea normally freezes over, 
restricting movements of Baku 
oil tankers to the southern parts 
of that landlocked body of water. 

Trainloads of dismantled ma- 
chinery from occupied and threat- 
ened regions of the Ukraine and 
Don Basin are moving eastward to 
safer locations. It is a migration 
similar to that which has been 
progressing on a large scale from 
the northern and central sectors of 
the front. Travelers arriving here 
invariably express themselves as 
impressed with quantities of ma- 
chine tools and other equipment 
they have seen on the move, The 
total volume of machinery so trans- 
ferred must already be very con-

visit. 1 might not quote directly. 
Later in our conversation he re- 
minded mé of this, 

I had business with him. I felt, 
and still feel, the importance of 
freer exchange of news between 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States. In a way, I represented the 
American press. So I began at 
once to press my case for wider 
privileges for working correspond- 
ents in Moscow. No one had béen 
allowed to visit the front—it was 
“too dangerous.” Even more impor- 
tant, the amount of red tape that 
foreign correspondents had to g0 
through just to arrange to get their 
stories, let alone passing them 
through the censorship, left them 
only an hour or two to gather and 
write their news, 


Aware in Detail 
Of Everything Going On. 


E talked about this for 10 or 

15 minutes and I immediately 
began to recognize what most im- 
presses diplomats who have talked 
with Stalin: His extraordinary 
knowledge of the most minute de- 
tail of everything that goes on 
in the capital, on the battle front, 
in the Soviet Union—and all over 
the world. My only qualification 
of this statement is that in his 
knowledge of American affairs you 
recognize the limitations of a man 
who has never known Americans 
or been to America. Stalin has 
never been outside Russia except 
once, long before the Revolution. 
He made a few days’ secret visit 
to a Bolshevist convention—in Zu- 
rich, I think. 

These first 10 or 15 minutes we 
spent together were very formal, 
and unsatisfying to me. I was hav- 
ing’a hard time phrasing my ques- 
tions and arguments for the inter- 
preter. By the time I saw Stalin 
I had worked with interpreters 
enough to know a little of the nec- 
essary technique. You must keep 
your sentences very short, avoid 
idiomatic language or slang which 
the interpreter may not understand 
and may mistranslate. ° 
Stalin is very good at talking 
through interpreters. Whether he 
is like that with his associates I 
do not know, but his talk with me 
was characterized by short, clear 
replies, instantly given and always 
to the point. 


Anothér condition of my talk 
was a promise given to Lozovsky 
that I would not keep the boss 
long. He had a war to run. At 
the end of 15 minutes I told the 
interpreter to tell Stalin that I had 
made a promise not to impose on 
his time and that I wanted to 
keep it. When this was translated, 
Stalin smiled for the first time. 
The effect was startling. His whole 
face changed. The austere, static, 
dead-pan quality disappeared and 
his expression became warm and 
alive. The smile became a laugh 
and he said, “I’m not that busy. 
Let us go on talking.” Ws went 


Jon talking for nearly an hour mére, 


Easy to Understand 
Why He Succeeded. 


ROM then on we talked exclus- 

ively about the war and we 
went all over the world from front 
to front and from problem to prob- 
lem. I experienced an extraordi- 
nary sensation. I knew a very 
few words of Russian by then and 
we were talking about people and 
places. For quite long passages I 
felt as if I were talking without 


benefit of interpreter, understand- 


ing him directly, and he me. This 
wes not true, but I think it came 
about because when Stalin is talk- 
ing about a subject that interests 
him his face is the most expres- 
sive face I have ever seen. He 
can say yes or no and so qualify 
it with a smile or a frown that 
you feel he has completely ex- 
pressed himself — said how he 
feels, stated his reservations, con- 
veyed his enthusiasm. 

This part of the conversation 
was extremely stimulating. Like 
our Ambassador, Laurence: A. 
Steinhardt, and Britain's, Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps, and Harry Hopkins, 
President Roosevelt's special emis- 
sary, before me—and W. Averell 
Harriman and Lord Beaverbrook 
and the British-American: commis- 
sion after—I found I was enor- 
mously impressed by the man.

Argues: Credit. Restrictions It 
Used ‘Now Aré Required 
by Federal Reserve; 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP).— 
General Motors Corporation and 
three wholly-owned subsidiaries 
contended before the Supreme 
Court today that they had been 
convicted of violating the Sherman 
Trust Act by imposing the 
same restrictions on automobiles 
sales that now are required by the 
Board of Governors of the Federal 
Reserve System. 

The corporations made this con- 
tention in a petition seeking recon-. 
sideration of the court’s action Oct. 
13 denying a review of the anti- 
trust conviction. The order deny- 
ing a review has been temporarily | 
withheld pending action on the 
petition for rehearing. 

The petition said that under the 
Federal Reserve regulations issued 
last Aug. 21, “extensions of install- 
ment sale credit in connection with 
the purchase and sale of passenger 
automobiles are prohibited in cases 
in which the deferred balance ex- 
ceeds 662-3 per cent of the pur- 
chase price or the maximum matur- 
ity exceed 18 months.” 

“Petitioners’ restrictions,” the 
brief continued, “were substantial- 
ly identical. The imposition of 
those restrictions (as found by the 
court below) resulted in restrain- 
ing the interstate trade in General 
Motors automobiles referred to in 
the indictment. 

“This constituted the precise con- 
spiracy of which the petitioners 
were convicted. Petitioners are, 
therefore, now required by Federal 
regulation to impose the same re- 
strictions as those which, when 
imposed voluntarily, were held to 
constitute unlaavful restrain of 
trade in Genera] Motors automo- 
biles. 

“That the effect of the use of 
such retsrictive means upon the 


whether they be imposed by the 
manufacturer. voluntarily or pur- 
suant to governmental regulation, 
is obvious. 

“Since such _ retsrictions. have 
been imposed by regulation with- 
out congressional action suspend- 
ing the operation of the Sherman 
Act,. it must follow that the use 
of similar restrictive means by 
private parties did not violate 
that statute unless the puryese 
sought to be achieved thereby was 
in itself illegal under the statute. 
In the instant case such purpose 
was not illegal.” 


NEW RAPID FIRE GUN FOR USE 
AGAINST PARACHUTE TROOPS 


Model That Weighs Only 7% 

Pounds Shown to War Depart- 

ment Ordnance Experts. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30 (AP).— 
A tiny new submachine gun partic- 
ularly suitable for defense against 
parachute troops ,was exhibited to 
army ordnance perts yesterday. 

At the same time, War Depart- 
ment officials accepted the de 
livery of the 250,000th Thompson 
submachine gun manufactured by 
the Auto Ordnance Co. of Bridge- 
port, Conn., and were told they 
could expect another 250,000 with- 
in five months. 

J. Russell Maguire, president of 
the company, displayed an experi- 
mental model of a 9%millimeter 
weapon, weighing only seven and 
one-quarter pounds, capable of fir- 
ing 800 bullets a minute—200 more 
than the Thompson.

Organization of farmers to plan 
for themselves was held up as 
the only alternative to Government 


marketing, likely to continue long 
after the war, by Congressman 
Clifford R. Hope of Garden City, 


National Association of Marketing 
Officials today at’ Hotel Chase. 


Hope, a member of the House 
Agricultural Committee, discussed 
fair prices as the key to farm 
economy and the New Deal pro- 
grams of security, conservation 
and rehabilitation, “all of which’ 
has a good purpose,” as side issues. 
He said he was “not going to as-| 
assume” either that labor “is will- | 
ingly going > relinquish any of 
the power it has acquired,” or that 
“business is going to relinquish 
any of its rights and privileges.” 
“The farmer-will have to meet 
that situation and maintain his 
prices if he expects to maintain 
a fair place in the American eco- 
nomic picture,” he said. “If farm- 
ers were organized so effectively 
that they could have something to 
say about the price and supply of 
their products,” and “if gentlemen 
of your experience and ability ‘can 
work with organizations of pro- 
ducérs and the~ Department of 
Agriculture to bring about essen- 
tial improvements in our market- 
ing system, then perhaps we can 
get away from the regimentation 
and control which must exist with 
government price fixing.” 


Would Improve Markets. 

A vital place for such improve- 
ment, the country over, is in the 
wholesale produce markets in the 
centers of population, the conven- 
tion was told by William C. Crow, 
principal economist of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. 

Crow discussed our own Commis- 
sion Row—by no means an excep- 
tion—with a Post-Dispatch report- 
er. A Department of. Agriculture 
survey, made on request of St. 
Louis dealers, indicated a properly 
designed and situated produce mar- 
ket could be built here for $2,000,- 
000 to $2,500,000, and would pay 
for itself in four to five years, 
with community savings of about 
$560,000 a year. 

Many other cities have such 
“horse-and-buggy” markets, Crow 
said, and a few have replaced 
them recently. Denver opened a 
modern wholesale center about a 
year ago, and Kansas City dealers 
have moved into the completed 
portion of its new market and be- 
gun construction of the last unit. 
The undertaking is one for the 
community as a whole, since its 
benefits extend throughout the 
community and the public interest 
must.be guarded, Crow said, 


What Britons Eat. 

Adults in Great Britain now get 
about half the meat, two-thirds the 
fats, sugar, tea and cheese they 
ate, on -the average, before the 
war, Edward Twentyman, deputy 
head of the British Food Mission, 
told the marketing officials. 

Children under five, he said, 
\got half the adult ration, By 
coupons, an adult could obtain, 
bacon and ham, four ounces a 
week; other meats, 23% cents’ 
worth; butter and magarine, six 
ounces; cooking fats, two ounces; 
sugar, eight ounces; tea, two 
ounces; cheese, three ounces: pre- 
serves, four ounces. The meat ra- 
tion, he remarked, amounts to an 
ounce a day, less than half a pound 
a week in terms of cooked meat 
on the plate. 

Twentyman disclosed “a period 
of very acute anxiety” early this 
year when, he related, loss of ship- 
ping and damage to ports and 
mills seriously reduced reserves of 
wheat and flour. But, he added, 
those losses had been made good 
by increased imports from Canada, 
and “stocks are now satisfactory,”

MERRIMAC; Wis., Oct. 20 (AP). 
—Normal business and the placid 
routine that usually marks this 
little yillage was disrupted today 
as residents gathered to discuss 
the startling news that a $65,000,- 
000 powder plant would be built 
here. 

Word came from Washington 
yesterday that the Hercules Pow- 
der Co. had received War De- 
partment permission to build the 
plant. The news dropped like a 


bombshell into the little commu- 
nity of 234 residents. No one appar- 
ently had previous word of it. 

Townspeople wouldn’t believe it 
at first.

The village has no adequate ac- 
commodations for an influx of 
thousands of construction workers 
and the permanent plant employes. 
There are two stores, one housing 
the postoffice, two churches, two 
blacksmith shops, a meat market, 
two taverns, a one-chair barber 
shop and school with an enroll- 
ment of 65. 

Merrimac lies in a valley that is 
formed by the Wisconsin River. It 
is about 35 miles northwest of 
Madison, the state capital.

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Brain Waves | 


And How They

NE of the most fascinating 

studies of modern medical re- 

search is the discovery that 
the brain is the seat of continuous 
electric currents which can be 
measured, and which vary with 
different states of consciousness. 
We have known for a long time 
nerves are 
electrical. It is believed that there 
is a row of positive ions on the 
outside of a nerve membrane and 
a row of negative ions on the in- 
side. 


When an impulse along 


goes 


the nerve, no matter whether ini- 
tiated by electricity, or heat, or 


cold, or volition of the will, the 
galvanometer records deflections 
which .probably represent ions 
passing through the membrane 
and neutralizing the ions on the 
other side. It is like the burning 
of a powder fuse, but unlike the 
fuse, the nerve has the remark- 
able faculty of restoring itself, re- 
placing the ions, and in as little 
time as 0.001 of a second, because 
it will conduct another impulse 
after that interval. 


BRAIN WAVES CAN be meas- 
ured by very delicate electric re- 
cording instruments. Small metal 
plates are attached to the. outside 
of the scalp and are connected by 
wires to a powerful electric ampli- 
fier. The amplifier strengthens 
the brain currents enough to make 
them work a recording device 
which writes the waves with a pen 
on a moving sheet of paper. 


To get such a record, the electric 
brain waves must be amplified 
ten thousand billion times, so the 
brain waves themselves are very 
feeble, 
person whose waves are being 
measured must be screened in 
from all outside electrical disturb- 
ances. 

Every person can be shown to 
have brain waves that differ in 
character from every other per- 
son, So your brain autograph is 
just as characteristic as your pen- 
manship or your fingerprints, 
which certainly is reasonable. 


EVERYONE, HOWEVER, has 
certain basic waves in common. 
The most prominent waves have a 
frequency of nine to 12 vibrations 
per second and are known as 
alpha waves. Concentrated think- 
ing brings on another type of 
waves with a frequency of 25 to 
35, the beta waves. 

While you are resting, quietly, 
with the eyes closed, thinking of 
nothing, the record shows alpha 
waves. If you are asked a ques- 
tion and you open your eyes and 
answer it, the alpha waves are dis- 
placed by beta waves, and then 
if you: relax again, the alpha 
Waves come back. If someone 
gives you a problem in mental 
arithmetic the record shows noth- 
ing but beta waves. 

Already these records are being 
used in practical medicine, The 
brain waves of an epileptic are 
very different from those of a nor- 
mal person, New fields in every 
department of psychology and 
sociology are opened up by these 
discoveries.

Gen. von Reichenau, ‘commander 
of the Sixth Army. Headquarters 
were in a chateau not far from 
the town. : 

Reichenau, whom I had seen oc- 
casionally in Berlin beforé the 
war, greeted us on the porch, his 
invariable monocle squeezed over 
one eye. With typical German 
thoroughness and with an appar- 
ent frankness that surprised me, 
* went over the operations thus 
ar. : 

Despite the German successes up 
to date, Reichenau emphasized to 
us that the fighting so far had 
been only an enveloping move- 
ment, and that the decisive battle 
had yet to take place. 

“When and where?” I asked 
him. 

“Where,” he laughed. “depends 
partly on what the enemy does. 
When, and how long it will last, 
I leave to the future. It can be 
short or long.” 

Reichenau admitted that “pos- 
sibly our progress will now be 
slowed up if Weygand decides to 
make a grand stand.” 

Some further quotations from 
Reichenau I noted down roughly: 

“Hitler is actually directing the 
German army from his headquar- 
ters. Most of the blowing up of 
bridges and roads in Belgium 
carried out by French specialists. 
. » « I,ride 150 miles a day along 
the front and I haven’t seen an 
air fight yet. We’ve certainly been 
surprised .that the Allies didn’t try 
at least to bomb our bridges over 
the Maas River and the Albert 
Canal, The British tried it only 
once in the daytime. We shot 
down 18 of them. But there seems 
to be no doubt that the English 
are holding back with their air 
force. At least that’s the impres- 
sion I get.” 

And I got the impression that 
this rather bothered him! 

The General is in an almost 
jovial mood. He is not tense. You 
wonder: “Have these German 
Generals no nerves?” Because, 
after all, he is directing a large 
army in an important battle. A 
few miles down the road two mil- 
lion men are trying to slaughter 
one another. He bosses almost a 
million of them. 

Tie turns us over to his adjutant. 
Then off to the front. Soon we 
hear the distant rumble of ar- 
tillery. We speed down the dusty 
road past endless German columns 
of trucks carrying troops, carry- 
ing ammunition, carrying all-im- 
portant oil, hauling guns, big and 
small.

UR party is a little tense now 

as we go forward. We pro- 

ceed north, parallel with the 
front, and back of it about five 
miles to Renaix, hurry through 
the town and then north towards 
the Scheldt River, where they're 
fighting. 

Infantry on foot are deploying 
down various paths towards the 
river. Heavy artillery — and this 
is amazing to see — six-inch guns, 
pulled by caterpillar trucks, and 
on rubber tires, are being hauled 
up a hillside at forty miles an 
hour. (Is this one of the German 
military secrets, such big guns 
being hauled so fast?) 

Finally we stop. A battery of 
six-inch guns, concealed under 
trees in an orchard at the right 
of the road, is pounding away. 
Now, we have a view over the 
valley of the Scheldt and can see 
the slopes on the other side. The 
artillery thunders; and a second 
later you see the smoke from the 
shells on the far slopes. An officer 
explains they’re bombarding the 
roads behind the enemy lines. 

We climb a hill beyond the 
artillery positions, so that they are 
now behind us, firing over our 
heads. We sit on a slope and look 
through the trees towards the 
front line. 

But it’s disappointing. You see 
so little, actually. You cannot 
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make out the infantry, or what 
they’re doing. An officer explains 
they’re fighting along the river 
there below. The Allies still hold 
both banks, but are retreating 
across the Scheldt. The only evi- 
dence you have of infantry fight- 
ing is that the German artillery 
barrage advances, 

So far we haven’t heard much 
of the artillery as a factor in the 
German’s amazing progress. The 
work of the Stuka bombers took 
most of our attention. But it’s ob- 
vious that this German motorized 
artillery brought up to position 
right behind the advancing tanks 
at forty miles per hour, is a’ tre- 
mendous factor. The Allies prob- 
ably hd@fi not reckoned that ar- 
tillery could move so fast. 


I note that over the front all 
afternoon hover two or three re- 
connaissance planes, German, ob- 
viously directing artillery fire. 
They cruise above the battlefield 
unmolested. But fhere are no 
planes directing Allied artillery 
fire, which seems to be aimed ex- 
clusively against the German for- 
ward positions, at no time against 
German artillery, which is strange. 
The lack of observation planes 
alone puts the Allies in a hole. 


As the afternoon wears away to 
the pounding of the guns, artil- 
lery units near us get orders to 
take up new positions forward. 
The advance, you suppose, is go- 
ing ahead according to schedule. 


We take a last look 
Scheldt Valley, at the smoke ris- 
ing from the bursting shells on 
the other side of the river. Prob- 
ably it all has meaning for these 
German officers around us. Each 
whistling shell has a certain er- 
rand. Each gun and truck rushing 
down the road is going to some 
place assigned to it. The whole 
chaos (to me) of the battlefield 
is in reality a picture of a well- 
oiled machine of destruction in 
action. 

Berlin, May 24—Two weeks ago 


' today Hitler unloosed his Blitz- 


krieg in the west. Since then this 
has happened: Holland overrun; 
four-fifths of Belgium occupied; 
the French army hurled back to- 
wards Paris; and an Allied army 
believed to number a million men 
trapped and encircled on the 
Channel.

You have to see the German 
army in action to believe it. Here 
are some of the things, so far as 
I could see, that makes it good, 

It has absolute air superiority. 
It seems incredible, but at the 
front I did not see a single Allied 
plane during the day-time. Stuka 
dive-bombers are softening the 
Allied defense positions, making 
them ripe for an easy attack. 
Also, they’re wrecking Allied com- 
munications in the rear, bombing 
roads filled with trucks, tanks, 
and guns, wiping out strategic 
railroad stations and junctions. 
Furthermore reconnaissance 
planes are giving the German com- 
mand a perfect picture of what 
is going on. Against this, the 
Allies have no eyes; few of their 
reconnaissance planes get over. 

Also, Allied bombers have com- 
pletely failed to disturb German 
lines of communications by day- 
One of the sights 
that overwhelms you at the front 
is the vast scale on which the Ger- 
mans bring up men, guns and sup- 
plies unhindered. All day long, 
driving along at 40 or 50 miles an 
hour, you pass unending mecha- 
nized columns. What magnificent 
targets these endless columns 
would make if the Allies had any 
planes! j

The first two 
vitamins of the B-complex are 
necessary in preventing deteriora- 
tion. 

Here is a reason why vitamins, 
and especially B-1 and B2, are 
needed by persons wishing to gain 
weight. Suppose one, who wants to 
add pounds, suddenly begins eat-

ing more foods containing carbo- 
hydrates, fats and protein, without 
paying attention to the fact that 
the carbohydrates should predomi- 
nate. The digestive tract, accus- 
tomed to handling a certain quan- 
tity of food, finds itself called on 
to handle an excessive amount, 
and that more difficult to digest 
because of the lack of proper 
balance. This means that appe- 
tites become upset — the first 
problem is adding weight — and 
poor digestion results in loss of 
absorption ag well as assimilation 
of food. 

Such a disturbance often is 
overcome by increasing the 
amounts of Vitamins B-1 and B-2. 
Be sure to eat foods rich in these, 
not only to help in your effort to 
gain weight, but also for the 
normal everyday eating habits.
